ish one. There was no intent or 
guilt in the firing. The boys, too, 
were at play. The sun was warm 
on them, and life was good. 

But a child was dying. And a 
law was broken. 

For a time bitterness, grief 
and anger almost unbearably 
stirs in the hearts of those who 
love a child, so precipitously 
snatched from life into the deep 
mystery of death. But, a kindly 
man, dedicated to God, prayed 
and talked. Patiently he  ex- 
- plained the death of a child may 
not be rationalized. It is one of 
the great and inexplicable mys- 
teries. And unless one can lean 
on faith there is nothing on 
which to lean. 

Finally, those who loved the 
child said, out of their grief | 
and broken hearts: 

“It is done... nothing can 
bring back the child... but is 
there not something which can 
be done which will make little 
children safe, especially when 
they play in their own yards? 

Every city, every year, hears 
this plea. 

Anguished parents have felt 
the bitterness of resentment rise 
in them until they are choked 
by it when some needless reck- 
less folly, or drunkenly-driven | 
car has needlessly taken a life. 


Guns 

They have felt it, too, when 
two boys go out with a rifle or 
pistol — and one comes back, 
weeping or seeks to flee from 
what he has left behind. 

(Last year, of all the deaths 
and woundings with guns, in- 
cluding hunting accidents, 42 
per cent were in the age limits 
between 14 and 18.) 

What can be done? 

There are a few things. 

Guns are not for cities. Target 
practice is for rifle ranges; 
supervised by instructors. 

Death dealing weapons re- 
quire strict discipline. 

Witless parents, 
nothing of lethal 
shoul ot give their children 
“guns unless they also. give 
something of themselves, and 
make sure the boy has expert 
training, and understands he 
can kill. Let fathers teach their 
son safety and gun-sense, or have 
it done. 

Neighbors are to blame when 
they do not promptly call police 
when they see a boy with rifle 
or air rifle. If his parents do not 
have judgment enough, then 
neighbors owe it to the boy to 
protect him from himself and 
his parents. 

Better a reprimand than a 
dead boy, child or adult.

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Community Chest 
Raises Its Sights 


The Board of Directors of the Metro- 
politan Atlanta Community Services has 
announced that the Chest’s goal for 1956 
will be $2,105,401. 

This figure is the largest in the his- 
tory of the Chest in Atlanta but con- 
servative in view of the need of services 
of Chest agencies. 

The sum was arrived at after a careful 
review of preliminary budgets of all the 
agencies involved. Their work was in- 
spected and estimates of their needs for 
the coming year checked and double 
checked. Every cent has been accounted 
for this far in advance of the fall drive. 

Two new agencies have been added 
to the Chest since last year, bringing the 
total to 42. They are the Grady Homes 
Girls Club for Negroes and the Atlanta 
Association for..Mental Health. The 
former is a long needed counterpart of 
already established clubs for boys and 
girls, our most effective weapons against 
juvenile delinquency. The latter is con- 
cerned with the mounting problem of 
mental illness, a sickness that draws no 
lines and which ultimately is responsible 
for many of the problems that must be 
solved by the older Red Feather agencies. 

As Atlanta grows, so must the scope 
and number of its Community Chest agen- 
cies. Not only does the area’s increasing 
size add to their work load but the com- 
plex nature of a metropolitan community 
creates problems and situations not found 
in smaller places. 

This year’s goal is a relatively small 
$78,581 more than the amount collected 
last fall. It represents the minimum 
amount that must be raised if Atlanta 
is to discharge its- minimum obligations 
to those in need of help.

Everyone Should Have 
New Drivers Licenses 


The deadline to renew old drivers’ 
licenses has expired. Those who forgot are 
faced with considerably more than auto- 
matic renewal. They will have to take all 
the tests, just like a teen-ager. 

The last General Assembly passed a 
measure cancelling all the old licenses in 
effect, including the so-called “perma- 
nent” ones. The exception was the free 
war veterans’ license, which remained 
alive. 

Theoretically, all Georgia drivers now 
have fresh licenses with the exception, of 
course, of those who held veterans’ li- 
censes. These new licenses are for vary- 
ing periods of time depending on the 
amount of money invested. 

Nothing stays the same and the Gen- 
eral Assembly has proven the imperma- 
nence of permanent licenses. 

We trust, however, that the new five- 
year licenses will, be allowed to expire 
naturally and not be summarily dlis- 
patched as were the last long-term ones 
sold the citizens.

Dean Weddell’s Ideas 
Gave Much to Forestry 


Southern forestry lost a leader this 
week in the death of Donald J. Weddell, 
dean of the school of forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Born in the timberlands of upper 
Michigan, Dean Weddell graduated from 
Michigan State and immediately came

“He went from Florida to Alabama as a 
‘professor at Auburn. In 1939 he came

Georgians who have bought automo- 
biles outside the state in order to evade 
sales taxes are receiving communications 
or visits these days from the State Reve- 
nue Department. And it’s only right they 
should. 


Those who have paid their sales taxes 
without quibbling certainly will applaud 
this crackdown. And unless the sales tax 
people nip such practices in the bud they 
will grow worse each oy 

Meanwhile, Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams discloses that receipts are running 
50 million dollars ahead of the total at this 
time last year. A record $263,041,748 has 
been collected in the first 11 months of 
the current fiscal year. He added that 
this is almost $21,500,000 more than 
he estimated would come from tax in- 
creases voted in the special tax-raising 
session of the Legislature last year. 

The tightening up of collections is 
commendable and Commissioner Wil- 
liams deserves much credit. 

Total state revenue this year will 
reach about 290 million dollars, consid- 
erably more than anticipated. The extra 
funds should permit the state to ease 
some of its pressing financial problems 
such as financing the Minimum Founda- 
tion Program for Education on a current 
basis and providing more adequate funds 
for units of the University System.

Progress and Delay 
Mark the Expressway 


Mose Cox, engineer-secretary of the 
Joint Bond Commission, has reported that 
the full northwest leg of the expressway 
will be ready for traffic in October. 


This is good news for construction has 
seemed slow, often intolerably so, par- 
ticularly on the vital downtown con- 
nector link. But officials still insist that 
we have more expressway in service than 
Dallas which started at about the same 
time. Rights of way, costs, boosted along 
with everything else by inflation, have 
been one of the. greatest factors in the 
delay. So has the apparent inability of 
engineers to agree just where the down- 
town connector should go. 

Along with the good news comes more 
of the bad. Mr. Cox at the same time 
announced a delay on the University 
avenue, Richardson street section of the 
south part of the system. Work on a 
railroad bridge is behind schedule and 
this will delay the opening of the entire 
sector, probably well into next year. 

Bit by bit, we’re getting the express- 
way done, though at this point city funds 
are exhausted. The county has responded 
nobly in this crisis, by aiding in the ac- 
quisition of rights of way and the state, 
recognizing the importance of the ex- 
pressway to intercity traffic, is helping 
Atlanta push this project to completion. 

Hindsight is better than foresight, so 
perhaps it is unfair to criticize the man- 
agement for not making sure of the rights 
of way far in advance of the concrete 
pouring date. 

There is no disputing the fact, though, 
that the important job of public relations 
has been poorly handled by the powers 
that be. They have been very slow to ex- 
plain delays and their progress reports 
are all too infrequent.

Such forecasts have been either 
romantic utopias, in which there 
would be no lack of food, shelter 
or the necessities of life, or 
gloomy predictions of  starva- 
tion and misery because the pop- 
ulation of the world, now a -prob- 
able 2,600,000.000, will be doubled 
and possibly trebled by 2056. 


The California professors real- 
ize what the solution of the prob- 
lem demands. Extraordinary as 
our scientific and technological 
record has been, it will seem 
crude when compared with what 
must be done to avert disaster. 


The most optimistic of the Cali- 
fornians—Dr. John Weir, profes- 
sor of psychology—does not doubt 
that minerals will ultimately be 
exhausted and that it will be diffi- 
cult to feed five billion or’ seven 
billion mouths. This is to him a 
question of energy and the avail- 
able energy is in turn a question 
of technical progress—of mind, 
in short, of brain power. Given 
enough well-trained scientists and 
engineers and the impetus that 
will:come from dire need and he 
sees no reason why the world 
must lower its standard of living. 
In fact, he is convinced that new 
scientific and technological heights 
will be scaled. 


Man’s record since he emerged 
from the caves justifies this opti- 


mism. If inventors had _ not 
learned to smelt and manipulate 
metals there would have been no 
steamships, no. airplanes, no 
skyscrapers. If the nature of 
lightning and hence of electricity 
had not been studied there would 
have been no telephone, no tele- 
graph, no radio or television. 
Most of our technical ,innova- 
tions were the consequence of un- 
recognized social pressure. The 
social pressure will be more 
noticeable 50 and 100 years 
hence. Science and_ technology 
will respond as they have always 


‘responded provided the kind of 


catastrophe that can be brought 
about by the hydrogen bomb is 
prevented. 

Accepting this cheerful view of 
the future, there must. surely 
come a time, which may be only 


200 or 300 years hence, when the. 


world simply cannot support 
more than a certain number of 
billions. We have made some 
progress in warding off disease 
and so prolonging life. No notice- 
able progress has been made in 
controlling birth rates. In the end 
birth rates must be controlled. 
Even science cannot supply un- 
limited amounts of food or pro- 
vide enough ground for an infinite 
number of billions on a finite 
earth,

Folding Money Has 


| nteresting H istory 


If you have any, pull the folding raoney out 
of your pocket and take a look at it. In addition 
to its ability to buy things and its fluidity (a four- ra 
dollar word meaning ‘‘Where did it go?’’), paper money possesses 


many engrossing and endearing qualities. 


There are seven kinds 


of paper money in use in the United States. 


These are: (1) U.S. notes, (2) 
Treasury notes of 1890, (3) na- 
tional bank notes, (4) gold certi- 
ficates, (5) silver certificates, 
(6) Federal Reserve Bank notes 
and (7) Federal Reserve notes. 

The chances are the dollar bills 
you possess are silver certifi- 
cates. This designation will be 
found at the top edge of the bill, 
right above George Washington's 
head. Also on the face of this 
money is the statement: ‘This 
certifies that there is on deposit 
in the Treasury of the United 
States of America One Dollar 
in silver payable to the bearer 
on demand.’’ 

There’s a possibility some of 
your folding stuff is U.S. notes. 
These are famous ‘‘Greenbacks”’ 
authorized during an emergency 
of nearly 100 years ago—the War 
Between the States. The amount 
of U.S. notes in circulation at the 
present time is $346,681,016, the 
same total that was in existence 
in May of 1878. The government 
at that time, pushed by the de- 
mands of the Greenback Party 
inflationists, agreed. to maintain 
the Greenback issue at. the level 
then in circulation. So when you 
see a U.S. note (so designated 
at the top edge of the face of the 
bill) recall that Abe Lincoln 
and his Congress authorized the 
brand of currency to meet their 
war debts. The government has 


@ been issuing it every since. 


National bank notes or those 
issued by nationa banks with the 
government's blessing a n d 
backed by government bonds 
haven't been authorized since 
1935. There are still some of 
these bills around but they’re go 
ing fast. 


The most important paper 
money in the United States is the 
Federal Reserve note. This 
money, a direct obligation of the 
government, is introduced into 
circulation through the 12 Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. These banks 
in response to currency demands 
in their areas issue money on 
hand or new Federal Reserve 
notes. 

Federal Reserve notes, none 
are under $5 in value, have on 
their face in a circle a+ left iden- 
tification of the issuing bank. At- 
lanta is headquarters of the Sixth 
Federal Reserve District $0 
money issued by ‘the bank here 
will have the bank’s name in the 
circle and will have the numeral 
“6” in four places on the face 
of the note near the corners. Fed- 
eral Reserve notes travel all 
over the country so your bills 
won't necessarily be from At 
lanta. ° | 

Money constantly is going 
around in circles and I hope this 
piece hasn't got you doing the 
same.

This was the Soviet-led coalition 
of Communist parties that was 
dissolved, largely at Tito’s be- 
hest, last April. 

The question immediately arose 
tonight whether a_ confrontation 
was likely to be avoided tomor- 
row between Molotov and Tito 
during the welcoming ceremonies 
at the railroad station, 

It was also in the minds of 
diplomats and newsmen here that 
only yesterday Molotov appeared 
to be actively in command of his 
foneign affairs job. He was to- 
gether with Khrushchev and Bul- 
ganin at a garden party at the

British embassy, vigorously dis- 
cussing Soviet affairs. 

In the manner that has made 
him famous, he determinedly up- 
held the Soviet position against 
the idea of Americans demanding 
the fingerprinting of Soviet citi- 
zens who desire to go to the 
United States.
